JMr. An- 
derson asserted that when- the resolu- 
tion was adopted last year many o£ 
the delegates did not realize just what 
its effect would be and that its pas- 
sage did not represent the real senti- 
ment of the organization. 
Mr. Anderson announced that the 
temperance forces would not attempt 
to have the resolution rescinded until 
congress had been given ample time 
to act itself.
